Several of the dawns this week 
there has been a coolness in the 
air, But soon the sun threw heat 
over the valley.

They are 
not. delicate with fragile, lacy 
beauty, like the toothed wood 
ferns, bit fare sturdy individual- 
ists. Unlike the other fern families 
which prefer damp, dim spots, the 
bracken likes the upland soil, 
poulder-studded pastures and the 
sides. of sandy ravines.

moved languidly and softly over - 


the roots and pebbles went into 
high gear after the heavy rain. 
Nature waised her baton 1and over 
the slopes and hills the symphony 
of water began. I hadn’t heard the 
like since last spring. 
* In many places I saw ithe Indian 
pipes; ialso called ghost flower ‘or 
corpse-plant. The effect of a clus: 
ter of these, nodding, . wax-like 
flowers in the deep woods is fairy- 
like. They spring from a ball of 
matted rootlets, and. are clammy 
to the touch and turn black when 
handled; thus the name corpse- 
flower. But they are fascinating.

One of the goals of the Board of 


Directors for the year ahead is to 
reach a decision regarding the im- 


provement of the physical plant of 


S.A.D. #44 for the coming years. 

Two agerida items at the meeting 

of Aug, 17, related to this goal, 
At the outset of the meeting, the 


- Board heard a report from Roy 


Nisbett, the Director of the Divi- 
sion of Facilities from the Depant- 
ment of Educational and Cultural 
Services. 

Last April, the S.A.D. #44 Di- 
rectors. submitted a building pro- 
ject proposal to the State Depart- 
ment for.its review. This proposal 
called for the closing of the Wood- 
stock Elementary School and Eth- 
el Bisbee School, the construction 
of a new elementary school in 
Woodstock, an addition to Crescent 
Park School, and renovations to 
Andover Elementary School. In 
May, a team from the State De- 
pantment toured the elementary 
buildings of S.A.D. #44, and pre- 
pared a written report outlining 
the need for improvements in 
each of the buildings, At the Aug. 
17 meeting, Mr, Nisbett reviewed 
the report, which was submitted 
to the Directors in July, In his. re- 
cap, Mr.. Nisbett indicated that 
the Andover School component of 
‘the proposal, which included the 
renovation of the Andover building 
and the addition of a library, did 
not qualify for state funds. He 
did say that both the construction 
of a new school in Woodstock, and 
the Crescent Park addition might 
qualify for funding, with the Wood- 
Stock School cited as being par- 
ticularly likely to receive state 
support, Also, in his oral report td 
the Board, Mr, Nisbett described 
the system used to rate the build- 
ings in the district, explained the 
various aspects of the funding of 
construction projects hnd renova- 
tions, answered questions on the 
probability of S.A.D, 44 receiving 
any state funds for completing a 
building project. - 

In summary, Mr. Nisbett indi- 
cated fo the Board that they could 
reasonably expect funding on the 
Woodstock School project, but in- 
dicated that the Board could not 
expect a definitive analysis on the 
funding for the Crescent Park pro- 
ject until early 1982, 

In the other agenda item related 
to the improvement of the physi- 
eal plant of S.A.D. #44, the Di- 
rectors acted favorably on a nio« 
tion fo spend $8,530 to have an 
engineering feasibility study com- 
pleted by Dufresne-Henry, a firm 

selected following a review of five 
engineering firms by the Buildings 
and Grotnds Committee, This 
study will provide the district with 
information on the cost of a com. 
plete renovation of each elemen- 
tary school, and the cost of energy 
Savings projects that the district 
might ufidertake in the event that 
building projects or renovations 
are not initiated in the next 5-16 
years. Some of the district ex: 


penditures ott this project may be b 


reimbursed through a federal 
grant, while the rice egenrig of 
energy Savings projects may en. 
able the district to receive 90% 
matching funds from the state, 'The 
administration and the Directors 
feel that the information provided 
by this feasibility study is vitally 
important in detecting whether te. 
novation or rebuilding ig the most 
appropriate action for the district 
to take With regard to its elemeri- 
tary schools, 

Onte the feasibility study is com- 
plete, an oral report will be given 
to the Directors by Tony Lisa, the 
chief engineer of Dufresne-Henry,

Approximately 75,000 Maine chil- 


«dren will qualify for free and re- 


duced price meals at school this 
year under new federal eligibility 
standards based on family size 
and income, Last school year, 86,- 


615 were qualified, Income eligi-. 


bility guidelines are lower this 
year than last because of federal 
budget cuts, - 

Gene M. West, Director of School 
Nutrition Programs for the Maine 
Depaniment of Educational and 
Cultural Services, stated that the 
new standards apply to meals 
senyed under the National School 
Lunch and School Breakfast. Pro- 
grams for the 1981-82 school year. 
This year, schools will no longer 
be able to offer milk free or at a 
reduced price “to . students. who 
bring lunch from home or for re- 
ess milk break if the school has 
a lunch or breakfast program. An- 
other economy measure in the fed- 
eral budget was to eliminate the 
milk assistance in schools offering 
other meal programs, Milk pro- 
gram assistance will continue to be 
available in schools without a meal 
program. She said that beginning 


with the fall term, children from’ 


families whose yearly income ‘total 

is at or below the levels shown 

dclow will be eligible for free and 

reduced price meals or free milk 

in. schools offering only milk:
